After  that  issue,  we 
received  the  following  letter  from  Geraldine’s  sisters,  Marilyn 
Carrigan  Fennesy  and  Regina  “Jean”  Carrigan  Howard. 


Geraldine  Carrigan’s  sisters  and  other  alums  appreciate  Denise  Bradshaw’s 
article  in  Accent’s  Spring  2001  issue.  We’re  adding  our  own  two  cents. 

In  1976,  when  Geraldine  was  editing  Catholic 
Crosswinds,  Pueblo  diocesan  newspaper,  she 
bought  a house  near  the  cathedral.  At  that 
time,  our  uncle,  Rev.  George  T. 

Andrews  S.J.,  was  approaching 
“active  retirement.”  Uncle  and 
niece  opened  Ahba  House 
of  Prayer.  It  stayed  open  for 
25  years. 

In  1978,  Bishop 
Charles  Buswell  named 
Abha  House,  the  Catholic 
Charismatic  Center  of  the  Pueblo 
diocese.  For  several  years,  Geraldine  also 
served  nationally  as  a member  of  the  advisory 
board  of  Catholic  Charismatic  Renewal’s  National 
Service  Committee. 

Uncle  George  directed  Ahba  House  for  its  first  ten  years,  Geraldine  for  its  last  fif- 
teen. Uncle  George  died  on  Ash  Wednesday,  1986.  Geraldine  on  March  18,  2000. 

About  1949,  Bishop  Pierre-Marie  Theas  of  Lourdes-Tarbes,  France,  spoke  at 
the  College  of  St.  Teresa.  A translator  said  that  the  rosy-cheeked  bishop  came  to 
“bring  Mary’s  smile.” 

After  the  talk,  Geraldine  asked  Bishop  Theas,  in  French,  if  the  students  could 
have  a “conge”  (holiday)  in  his  honor.  He  turned  to  Mother  Marietta  Jennings 
CSJ,  college  president,  and  asked  her.  She  looked  puzzled.  We  weren’t  sure  how 
well  she  understood  French,  but  she  smiled  and  said,  “Oui.”  We  told  the  other  stu- 
dents and  made  a quick  getaway. 

In  1952,  with  encouragement  from  Archbishop  Edwin  V.  O’Hara  of  Kansas 
City-St.  Joseph,  Geraldine  went  to  Lourdes,  made  friends  at  the  Auxilium  and 
spoke  with  Bishop  Theas.  This  time,  she  asked  if  she  could  translate  his  book, 
“Only  Through  These  Hands,”  from  French  to  English.  His  hook  was  on  the  role 
of  bishops  as  successors  to  the  apostles.  He  agreed  and  also  recalled  his  visit  to 
CST  and  the  “conge.” 

We  are  grateful  that  Geraldine  shared  her  faith,  talents,  and  laughter  with  us. 
She  even  shared  her  dresses.
